common carrier of any description, from carry!

ie, or distributien, unless licensed by ‘the Post- 
master-General, who may ptovide suitable labels ; 
the-penalty for such carriage, or the thoriz 


use of labela, to be one hundred dollars for each 
offence—half to the informer and half to the 
United States.

‘The Poetmaster-General may grant

We enter our protest against the .enact- 


ment of this most mischievous scheme, 
and we express our unfeiened surprise that 
Mr. Colfax, himself a publisher, should 
give such a bill his ‘sanction. We will } 
briefly point out ile more oljjectionable fea- 
tures: 


Frust. We insist that Congress las no 
more right to force publishers to send (heir 
papers throuch the mails than it has to 
compel book makers .o send books or paper 
manufacturers to ship their reams 
and “ bundles’ by that conveyance. There 
would be as much propriety in obliging 
bankers and merchants to remit packages 
of bank bills through the mails as to oblige 
publichers and news-dealers to employ that 
mode of distribution. If the plea of defi- 
cient postage and wantof revenue be good 
as against the newspapers, we reply that it 
holds equally good against the paper 
maker and themoncy sender. But another 
anewer is, that if the Government cannot 
make the Depariment self-sustaining with- 
Out resorting to such extraordinary and 
oppressive expedients, it had better turn 

the whole business over to the Express 
Companies, who would be very glad to 
enter intd bonds to carry letters at present 
rates, and newspapers and other printed 
matter at prices satisfuetory to publishers 
and readers. We have tried the Express 
Companies, and greatly prefer their terms 


and mode of doing business. 


Secoxp. The greatest boon ever con- 
ferred on the Press was the privilege of 
sending their papers outside oc the mails, 
and hy whatever conveyance they saw 
proper toemploy. The passage of that act 
laid the foundation of the present immense 
expansion of the circulation of daily papers. 
Pass the bill introduced by Mr. Golfax, and 
a rapid, crippling contraction of circulation 
is the inevitable consequence. If the Postal 
Commitiee suppose that the enactment of 
their bill will cnable the t to 
levy tribute on the present circulation of 


daily papers, they are greatly mistaken. 


Turap. The great circulation of daily 
pepere is attributable to the cheapness, 
quickness and punctuality with which they 
‘can be delivered in all the surrounding 


country. Take for example the hundreds 
of towns that Chicago papers can reach 
within twenty-four hours after issue. At 
all these places are news-dealers who sell 
daily papers and other current reading. In 
the larger towna, those dealers employ car 


riers to deliver papers at the residences of 


the citizens, immediately after the arrival 


of the trains. Mo time is loct. When the | 


train stops at a station, the expressman, 
baggage master, or “train boy,” flings out 
the bundles of dailics. The village carrier 


“pips them open, and proceeds to deliver 


them among his patrons immediately. 
The residue are disposed of at the stand of 
the news-dealer during the day and night. , 
Meanwhile the train-boy Jumps On the plat- 
form and improves the few seconds before 
starting, in selling to the crowd who flock 


around him—being mostly transicnt per-

But without pursuing this branch of the 
subject farther, we ask whether the bene- 
fits to be derived from Mr. Colfax’s bil) will 
not be far more than lost to the National 
Treasury in consequence of crippling news- 
papers? The fajling off in circulation 
will depreciate the value of . news- 
paper property, the value of paper nillls, 
of type. foundries, of press building shops, 
and ink manufactories, and as value depre- 
ciates, taxes must fo)! off in proportion. 
The loss of enipioyment to workmen will 
tell on the income tax and other sources 


of revenuc. We submit, that the 


lose of revenue from these causes, 
will more than balance all. that 
can be deriyed from the license and 
coercion scheme of the postal committee. 
it may also be stated with entire truth that, 
for every dollar the Post Office Department 
will gain by the proposed bill, publishers, 
paper, ink, type and press makers and 
their workmen, conjointly will lose fifty. 
Cut down the circulation of a newspaper, 
-and thereby reduce its income, and the 
effect is, that the publisher is compelled to 
insert less matter, take fewer special dis- 
patches, shorten up his editorial help, and 
curtail expenses in every way in order to 
make income cover outlay ; consequently 
not only is the whole business damaged, 


branches, but the reading public are fur- 
nished a poorer paper at an enhanced price. 
A little study of politic.l economy will. 
convince any candid man, that impdsts 
levied on useful production, are the most 
damaging and least remunerative of all 
kinds of taxes. Lay taxes on property, 
real and personal ; on accumulated capital ; 
on incomes; on imports, but do not at b= 
at industry. Impose not burdens that 
throw men out of work, decrease produc - 
tion, and diminish the value of invest- 
ments in business. It is to be hoped that 
the popular Chairman of the Postal Com- 
nittee will reconsider the subject, and act 
in accordance with the principles of sound 
political economy and the immutable laws 
of trade. 


A Bit of Village History.

| incced it had already spread to several adjoin- 


ing buildings. It would certainly be extin- 
guished, however, directly upon being played 
upon by the engine, and of course when the 
firemen got at work uponit with the .adyan- 
tege of their drill, it would soon be disposed 
of, 

But there was still another feature of the oc- 
casion we feel called upon to notice. When 
the first alarm was given, several ill condition- 
ed fellows turned out with great promptness, 
ove of them being heard to remark - 
tially toanother as be ran, that as this 
“likely to be considerable of a fire he had 
brought a very large bag.” It isin evidence 
that several actually took along wheel-bar- 
rows and hand carts, and with great cheerful- 
ness prepared to indulge in every advantage 
of the times. It would be painful to follow 
out such instances of human depravity. One 
thing is certain, the fellows went about their 
work with great con§dence, apparently sus- 
sustained by precedents that somebody had 
aforetime derived advantage from the alarm, 
confusion and distress of fires. 

The incidcnt of drilling the fremen at the 
frog pond, even to the extent of sending many 
of them home tired out, before a gill of water 
had been thrown on the fire, we thinkhas no par- 
allel, and are not sure our readers have ever 
beard anything Hke it, the only reason of 
course that we mention itin the cxrercise of 
our duty as journalists. As to the case of the 
low fellows who took bags and wheelbarrows 
to carry off their plunder from the fire, we ex- 
ecrate them utterly, a feeling our virtuous 
readers doubtless share. If there be anything 
meaner than stealing at a fire, it was not until 

afew months past discovered; an improve- 
mcnt on at old patent, of course, simce rascall- 
ty would never be passed upon as a new lnven- 
on at the Patent Office. 

‘What of the low fellows who took “very 
bags,” aye, and filled them too, when 

the nation was in danger? These last started 
promptly at the first slarm, not to put out the 
fire, nor to leseen the general distress of tile 
community, but to “steal at the fire,” and 
they did it, too. For witnesses against them 
can be called up at will, very many soldiers 
clad in shoddy, with paper soled shoes; very

The Convention directed that 
the gisl should frame certai general 
laws of incorporation, under which indus- 
trial, charitable, religious and other proper 
associations might be organized ; and, with- 
out forbidding in terms the creation of any 
Corporate body by the legislature, left leg- 
Ydlators to infer that such a prohibition was 

© the spirit of the constitution that was adopt- 

- @d The legislature met ; and, in obedience 
to ‘the constitutional , framed 
gach laws as seemed to be demanded 
the pecessities of the people. They were 
not, perhaps, the wisest statutes that could 
. bavebeen devised ; but, subsequently added 
to, amended and improved, they yet remain 
in force and sufficient for ninety-nine of 
every hundred cases that they are intended 
to meet. The same legislature, however, 
that enacted these laws, commenced, un- 
willingly at first, and continued after a lit- 
tle with more assurance, giving up its time | 
to the private bills that the Convention sup- 
posed it had effectually routed out of the 
legislative cltambers. The abuse contin- 
wed to grow; and in the three last legisla- 
tures it attained such frightful propor- 

tions that it dwarfed or crowded 
out the public business, and demanded of 
the men who were elected to trame laws 
for all the people, their almost undivided 
attention. We have not at hand the cxact 
figures, but, if our recollection serves us, 
the number of public laws conipared with 
the private or corporate acis, is as one to 
ten—out of more than a thousand bills in- 
troduced not one hundred were of a public 
character! The abuse could be better borne 
if there was any real necessity for thus 
impeding the business of legislation ; but 
there is not. A large majority of these 
private bills are for acts of in ion— 
companies for all heard ofand unheard of 


the names of persons—acts incorporating 
yailroad companies that have no existence 
Bave on paper—acts organizing insurance, 
Joan, trust, printurxg, mining, manufactur- 
ing, coal, land, iron, stone, and other com- 
penies without number, three-fourths of 
which never go into operation, and many 
of which are the work of one person, who, 
" putting the names of his relatives and de- 
pendents into the bill as corporators, se- 
cures to himself all the advantages of a 
possible sale of the franchise which he has 
begged of the State, at a heavy cosi to the 
bedy politic. As might be supposed, each 
mmember has his hobby; each is anxious to 
serve his constituents in some way so pat- 
ent that they will not be obliged to 
pearch the journals for a record of 
his votes on measures: of graye pub- 
lic import, to ascertain his legislative 
capacity; hence the industry with which 
private bills are pressed—hence the perti- 


.. Racity with which committees are besieged 


—hence want of attention paid to matters 
of taxation, finance, and the public debt 
hence the disgracefiil hurry-scurry with 
which each legislature winds up its ses- 
gions, passing sometimes an hundred and 
fifty bills a day, each being read by its title 
alone, and each approved upon the assur- 
ence “That's all right!” of the member 
most interested in its snecess. That we do 
not exaggerate, all men who have seen the 
Jast days of any Illinois Legislature, in the 
last ten years, can bear witness. 

We need not point out the consequences 
of abuses like these we describe. Public laws 
imperfectly matured ; private acts confer- 
ring extraordinary powers; (the “General 
Banking Law on a specie basis,” just voted 
down by the people, is an example); cor- 
ruption of members by the common prac- 
tice of employing them as “attorneys” 
to push money measures through ; statutes 
always obscure and often contradictory, 
which distract courts, puzzle lawyers 
and harass the public; (ide the School 
Law which nobody is able to interpret 
in a way satisfactory to himself or anybody 
else) rewards of successful chicanery 
carried on by corrupt and designing lobby- 
ists; general contempt for the legislative 
authority; and a growing disinclination 
among capable men to accept 4 seat in 
either branch of the law making .body; 
enormous charges for printing and binding 
the thousand laws which every session puis 
on the statute book; and last and more 
gtievous than all, the feeling which is rap- 
idly growing that the legislature, though it 
may be the fountain of law, is entitled to 
no more consideration than a town-meeting, 
or a jury on a sheep stealing case in a jus- 
tice’s court. 

The remedy for all ihis seems to be clear. 
No general laws can meet all cases, heace 
‘Bpecial legislation will continue to be a ne- 
eessity; but it is within the power of the 
Convention to so circumscribe it that it 
‘will cease to be a pernicious thing as we 
now se it.

A measure 
of this sort might be submitted to In Jeff 
dom, but will not go down in the Free States. 
The effect of this conspiracy against edu- | 
cation would beto enhance the price of 
newspapers at least twice as much as the 
amount of the proposed tax. The number 
of subscribers would fall : ff ; consequently | 
the profits on circul:t'on would diminish, 
and publishers there:ore would be obliged, | 
in order to live, not only to increase their sub- : 
scription price enough to per the tax, but to 
make good,as far as practicable, the loss | 
resulting from decrease of circulation. For 
instance, we would be compelled to 

twenty cents a week to our city patrons and 
ten dollars per year mail subscribers. 
Country papers would be obliged to put 
up their rates to three dollars per year for 
their weeklies, and the cheapest club rates 
for a weekly paper would be two to two and 
a half, instead of one dollar, the present 
prices. The inevitable effect of this would 
be, to cut down the circulation of the press 
of the country at least one half, and to des- 
troy one third or more of all the news- 
papers in the Union. Large numbers of 
printers would be thrown out of employ- 
ment. Millions of dollars invested in the 
printing business would be depreciated. 
The business of paper, press, ink and 
type manufacturing would be corres- 
pondingly injured and bankrupted, and the

— Columbia, Kentucky, where the 19th regi- 
ment, Colonel Manson, is stationed, is only 
about forty miles from the Tennessee line, and 
is almost directly east of Bowling Green.

~ The Utica Herald states that Hon. C. B.

Amos Lane, the father of James, was origin- 
ally of New England Puritan stock. He emi- 
grated more than half a century ago from New 
York, and settled in Lewrenceburg, Indiana. 
There he reared his family, consisting ef three 
sons and three daughters. He was long 
known aé a distinguished lawyer of his adopted 
State, and was a member of Congress during 
the administration of Gen. Jackson. A man 
of marked ability, he possessed the same 
strong passions and resolute purposes that 
have distinguished Lis morc eminent son. 

The mother of General Lane was a aister of 
Hon. Samael A. Foote, a lawyer of unusual 
reputation in New York, of which State he 
was once Attorney General. She was a well 
educated, refined, and truly noble woman, 
esteemed and beloved by all her acquaintance. 
The older class of readers will readily call to 
mind an occurrence with which she was con- 
nected in Jacksen’s time. Soon after Gen. 
Jackson became President, an attack was 
made upon him bya Mrs. Barney, of Balti- 
wore, over her own signature, on aecount of 
slieged political injustice done to her hus 
band. It was written with ability and spirit, 
and created a decided sensation. The well- 
remembered and equally able reply was made 
by Mrs. Lane, also over her own signature. 
She was a tender mother, and her children 
were carefully and affeetionatcly reared. It 
would seem strange that a son, trained ap 
under the watchful care of euch a mother, 
could become a bad man. And it really docs 
not often occur. : 

John F. Lane, the eldest brother of James, 
was a graduate of West Point, and died tn the 
service, in Florida, after a brief career, at the 
age of 96. Early as he fell, however, he had 
already achieved distinction, and Gen. Jesap 
frequently declared him to be a man of more 
promise than any other in the army: It is 
said that Gen. Scott expressed the same opin- 
jon. He was a gallant soldier, a man of great 
abilities, and an accomplished gentieman. If 
he were living, his friends believe, with the 
abilities and character he possessed, and the 
experience he would have gained, be would 
now be at the head of our armies. 

George Lane, the second son, is a quict and 
unambitious citizen of one of the Ohio river 

‘towns, filling with respect and honor the 
ephere of life which he has chosen. 

The eldest sister married Arthur St. Clair, a 
grandson of Arthur &. Clair of Revolutionary 
fame. The next married Mr. Buell, a success- 
ful merchant of Lawrenceburg, and uncle of 
Brigadier-General Buell, now commanding our 
army in Kentucky. The youngest was the 
first wife of Hon. E. M. Huntington, now and 
for many years the United States District 
Judge for Indiana. These sisters of Gen. 
Lane are all now in their greves. But they 
wjll be long remembered by those among 
whom they moved, for they were accomplished 
and elegant women, truly cultivated io every 
good and nollie sense. 

I have not spoken this in detail of his fath- 
er’s homehold because I wi-h to establish for 
General Lane a reputation on the character of 
others, but simply to show, as I have truly, 
the circle amoung whom he was reared, and 
that the influences that surrounded his carly 
years were not calealated to implant bad prin- 
ciples, or to stimalate the growth of them, 
but that, on the contrary, so far as they co— 
and home influences are always admitted to 
go far—they were calculated to inspire good 
aime and to cultivate good thoughts and teel- 


James Henry Lane was the youngest of the 
family. As would be inferred from what has 
been stated above, hie scholastic education 
was what would be called in the country good. 
He had not a collegiate education, it is true ; 
but more attention was bestowed upon him in 
that regard than is common with these who 
have not enjoyed a college course. He took 
early to public affairs, and in the State in 
which he was born he became a member of 
the Legisiature, Presidential Elector, Licuten- 
ant Governor, asd member of Corigress. 
Kaneas having made him a U uited States Sen- 
ator, he has thus achieved the highest leclala- 
tive honors that are possible. 

When the Mexican war broke out, he ralsed 
a regiment, of which he was elected Colonel, 
and made the campaign with Gen. Taylor. He 
was at the battle of Bunca Vista, where he 
distinguished bimeelf, as he did in the cam- 
paign generally, as a brave and skillfal soidier. 
Of his career since, it is scarcely necessary to 
speak. Justice might require that interior in- 
fluences should be dwelt upon in explanation 
of special acts and a general course of con- 
duct,.concerning which, in their external as- 
pects, the publicare generally well informed.

But it isa fact worth remembering in this 
connection, that this legislator of « sovereign 
State only gets away from here by an evasion 
of technical rules. Were he a colonel, with 
$000 a year, the path would be wide and 
smooth that led from his duties in the camp 
to|any other good place he was lucky enough 
to hold; but being only an “‘ enlisted man,” 
he is so hedged about with army regulations 
anil jealous guards that it isa long and difficult 
task to surmount even the merely formal dif- 
ficulties that lice in his way. Instead of going 
straight to Washington on a gracefully-given 
“‘Ieave of absence,” Sergeant ——— is“ de- | 
tailed for recruiting service,” and while he 
makes laws for Iowa is supposed to be devot- 
Ing his whole time to the enlistment of new 


men. 

I could hardly find a better text far a short 
discourse on one of those evils of our present 
system to which I alluded in my letter yester- 
day. The broadand almost impassable gulf 
of demarcation between “ commissioned offi- 
cers” and “enlisted men,”’ is the greatest 
anomaly in our institutions. Enthusiastic pa- 
triotism may make men willing to bear with it 
fora while, or while the war seems a tenrpo- | 
rary affair. But as the conviction settles down 
upon the popular mind that we are in for a 
long and tedious struggle, and that a great 
army of American citizens must be kept on 
foot during the whole of it, overshadowing all 
peaceful pursuits and remoulding the whole 
character of our people; there will be felt also 
the need of organizing that army as far as pos- 
sible in conformity with the genius of our peo- 
ple and Government. , The greenest recruit ex- 
pects to find in the army a sharp distinction of 
rank, anda strict obedience to authority to 
which he has been astranger in peaceful times. 
But he is disappointed and discouraged when 
he finds a needless barrier erected to divide 
men into two classes, of which the smaller re- 
tains to iteelf all the profits and privileges of 
the service. He comprehends very well that 
a captain needs higher pay and more liberty 
than a private, and a general than 
a captain; but he fails to see the reason 
why asceond lieutensat should have four or 
five times the pay of an orderly sergeant, and 
be officially recognized all through the army 
regulations as a gentleman, while he who holds 
the much more arduous and responsible office 
is simply an “ enlisted faan."’ It will be much 
easier for him to discover why this is so, than 
to find any good reason why !t should remain 
so. As Isaid in m letter, we adopted our 
army system from England, where there are 
distinct classes of society In peace as well as 
war: the nobility and gentry furnishing all 
thelofficers, while the ranks are filled ap trom 
the vast crowd poor and ignorant eneugh to 
figtit for a sixpenceaday. To little stand- 
ingiarmy of by-gone days the system was well 
enough adapted, for in that we really had two 
distinct classes of men. West Point furnished 
even more officers than we needed, with thor- 
ough education and the refined and expensive 
haliits that education brings with it. The ranks 
were filled with foreigners and broken-down 
meh who had neither the abliity nor the ambi- 
tion to rise to anything higher. But we have 
changed all that. The healthiest and best 
blopd of our country is flowing .n that coun- 
try's cause. Our army is composed of half a 
million citizens, young, eager, ambitious and 
trained from infancy each to believe himself 
the equal of any man on earth. As the first 
excitement. of novelty passes away, and these 
mep ecttiec down steadily to the great work 
befpre them, the anomaly in our system will 
bedome more visible and more odjous to ail of 
them. ! «oy ef, forIam glad to know that 
officers a wellas privates take this view. Some 
few are sufficiently pleased with their pay 
or tickled with their shoulder straps to 
belfeve ft all right; but the great majority 
thibk more justiy and honorably. With the

reverse of luxury. It is hard to say whic 
would be the more absurd,—for these officers 
to spend their extra pay and rations in an 
effort to keep up the traditional style of an 
English Guardsman; orto keep ow in their 
old way of life, and pocket large savings that 
are supposed to be thus spent. 

‘e need, therefore, to root out entirely this 
distinction of the army into two classes. Let 
the ¢cale of rank and pay rise by regular steps 
from corporal to general, so that the former 
may be as much or as little a ‘ commissioned 
officer’ as his superiors. Abolish all invidious 
distinctions by a regular system of promotions 
from the ranks, and only one the ranks, ex- 
cept'so far as West Point and kindred sch 
furnish men educated to commence active ser- 
vice ata higher round on the ladder. Then 
we shall have an army inte which the best class 
of our youth can go aa _es without feeling 
that they have more to dread in their own 
camps than on the battle field. 

Nj doubt there would be a great outcry 
ogainst euch a change from those who 
been accustomed to the old system and enjoy- 
ing its benefits. I apprehend less difficulty 
from this source, however, than from a v 
lmpression among the people at large t 
there must be some “wy i the present 
state of things, and that a cfyilian betver 
not meddle with it.

It is well known to your readers that the 
United States have sent one of thelr officers 
here a8 superintendent of recruiting tor the 
regiments now inthe feild, and that the State 
authorities have, or retain, the right to recruit 
for the regiments now forming in the several 
campe of Instruction within the State, and far- 
ther that all companies andregiments both In 
the field and ‘In the camp are to be filled up to 
the uniform number. 

While the State, using the United States 
Army transportation alike with the Uuaited 
States officers, have sent some twelve hundred 
men inte camp, to swell the number of the 
regiments, from January ist to tthe 14th, the 
United States superintendent, with his army 
of recruiting officers, bas added just two to 
their pumber While men are wanted in the 
field, to fll ep the regiments for active ser- 
vice, this order comes from headquarters, and 
so eflectually cuts them off as though the 
way to them was blockaded. Men will not en- 
list unless they can have a choice of officers or 
of comrades; Lut this red-tape system wonld 
bring the men into the General Department, to 
be parceled out upon the whim of some West 
Pomter, who has no idea that the common 
soldier has any rights that shoulder straps 
should to respect. 

It is perfectly useless to farther pursue this 
course of recruiting, the half of a 
month's experience: has proven. Col. Morri- 
som, the Superintendent, is as well aware of 
this fact as any other person; but he is an old 
ermy officer, and of course follows in the line 
of duty as pointed out in the regulations. If 
the recruiting officer was instructed to write 


company, it would not b« *o disastrous for the 
service, émpall mumber micht in this way 
be recruited by these recruiting officers, 
though of course noting like the namber by 
recruiting officers sent ont from the compan- 
ies or regiments theméelves, who have a direct 
interes! in baving them filled up.

made by our Government to the peremptory 
demand for reparation, restitution! which has 
been made upon it by this Government. 
Punch Wastrates the attitude In the position 
of a dignity-struck personage, leaning with 
ear “ outstretched,’ and match in hand, over 
a loaded cannon, listening to the first rever- 
beration which may come from the western 
horizon, to the word which he has sent out. 
Unquestionably, to all the world, the atti- 
tude of the nation must be ofthe deepest con- 
cern, The English people do seem honcstly 
to feel that a deep, ineffable inenit has been 
offered to their flag.

bly go on in (he goverament of Europé, it is 
for the sake of constitutional govern. ent, the . 
elevation of the people and their emancipation 
frum despotism, and by the good of humanity, 
England must maintain thie position, though 
it sometimes pretects those engaged in a bad 
cause.

‘The N. Y. Tribune pitches inte the collec- 
tion of ancient fossils, and autiquated pieces of 
furpiture, the Medica) Bureau, and makes tel- 
ling points against ite stupidity, incfticicncy, 
not to say inhumanity. It says: 

Lt has made no earnest and cnergetic appeal 
to Congress, or tothe President, or the War 
Depariment, for such additional appropria 
tious, or such changes in the oid — regula- 
tiéiis, as should enable it to do ite duty. It 
has never represented to Government that 
our sick soldicrs were rotting in crowded and 
shanties, without clothes, or bed- 

ing, or attendance; that an appropriation 
wos wanted to enable it to revaccinate the 
army, or to increase its reserve of hospital 
stores and medicine, or that any embadr- 
ressing provision of army regulations 
must be imetantly abolished or modified. 
It has exerted no material influence on Gov- 
ernment for the preservation of health. [If it 
has done 60, and without effect, it has most 
certainly never appealed to the people, as it 
should fn that case have done, to make the 
Government do ita duty. But the momenta 
bill is troduced into the Senate for the re- 
modeling of the Medical Bureau, to enlarge 
its pewers and extend its duties at some cost 
Of its senior member's official dignity and pre-

Whether it will prevail or not, only time can 
tell. It has one great practica) re in 
the special zeal and vigilance with ich 
Official and personal intcrests defend them- 
selves syainet measures required by mere gen- 
eral weilare. 

. But we commend to the consideration of 
Congress these self-evident propositions: Eve- 
ry sick or wounded soldier ought to havc a 
decent shelter ‘if it be merely the eheapest 
shanty,) a bed to lie on, hospital clothing of 
some sort, a blanket, sufficient medicine, and 
a reasonable stpply of attendance. In other 
words, h¢should be treated no worse than the 
average inmates of the jall or poorhouse. Gov- 
ernment is able to make this provision for 
every patient from Port Royal to Jefferson 
Barracks. A wangon load of blankets and 
bed-sacks can be transported to any point a 
twelve-pound howitzer can reach, and at no 
greater cost.
